IMPERTAL PEDERATION—SFELCM BY MB 
CHAMBERLAIN, : 
London, March -26,--Mr Chamborlain, |

essontial that we should seok Imporial Fa- 
deration along the line of least resistance. 
Wo must first establish the fact of our com- 
mon intoresta, and tha common obligation 
of ali parts of thu Empire to provide for the 
defence of trade, After that wo could 
croate the necessary representative autho- 
rity. It was imporative that the question 
should be approached from the commercial 
side. «The colonies had takon the initiative 
at the Ottawa Conferenco of 1804; but all 
tho systems of commercial union hitherto 
suggested were dofective in that they offer- 
od Great Britain advantages which wore 
quite inadequate in comparison with ~the 
joes and risks involved, Lord Ripon’s des- 
patch on tho report of the Ottawa Confer. 
ence did not bar the way to a favourable 
oonsidcration of a better proposal, Freo- 
trade throughout the Empire with oxclu- 
sively rovonuy-producing duties would pro- 
bably lead to somo satisfactory schome of 
federation. The nadvantages were 40 cnorm- 
ous that the coluaics wore bound to care~ 
fully weigh thom. Once the principle was 
accepted a8 reasunable, they could conveno 
a Cuuccil of tho Empire to discusa the best 
means of giving effect toit.

MINING DISASTER IN NEW ZEALAND, 

Adelaide, March 30:—A terrible coat 
mine explosion has occurred at Brunen, 
near Greymouth, Now Zealand, Sixty men 
aro entombed, representing somo two 
hundred dependent women and childron, 
Anumber of dead bodies have -been re= 
covored by the relief parties, who ara 
working most heroically. A public sub.

carried, Captain Morris, assisted by Captain 
Stonham, kindly gave the guests aa ex- 
hibition of the working of the gear. 

The boats were lashed on deck exactly os 
when atees, At a given signal tho Firat 
Officer and Second Engiveer began proparae 
tions to swing out the port boat, aad in’the 
space of 1,33 seconds a boat 28ft. by Sit, 
Gin, was ewung ont ready for lowering. The 
Second Officer and Third Engineer had the 
starboard boat out in2 minutes. Tho wholo 
orew were next piped to boat drill, and again 
to the Captain's whistle started to swing out 
the four boate of the vessel. The best time 
was 24 seconde—the Firat Officer and Second 
Engineor again ecoring—and every boat was 
ready for lowering in the time of 20 seconds, 
And this too witb an untrained orew, Tho 
exhibition was received. with astonishment 
and satisiaction. The secret of this smart- 
ness appears to lie in the plaving of the 
davits in position so that the bustia swang 
out without touching either davit, There ia 
thos no‘ horeing.’
